The Sherwood Service Pension 
Bill Is Passed After 
Hard Fight 


MAJORITY OF DEMOCRATS 
VOTED FOR THE MEASURE 


And All of the Republicans 
Except Eight—Champ Clark 
Voted For .Measure, But 
Underwood and Fitzgerald 
Opposed—The Bill May 
Not Get Through Senate. 


Washington, December 12.—- The 
Sherwood service pension bill, which 
would add upward of $70,000,000 to the 
government’s annual expenditures by 
granting increaseq pensions to civil 
and Mexican war veterans on the basis 
of length of service, was passed by 
the house tonight despite the de- 
termined opposition of many demo- 
cratic leaders. Secretary of the In- 
terior Fisher has estimated that the 
bill would adqg $75,000,000 to the pen- 
sion roll if the 400,000 veterans eli- 
gibie take advantage of it. 

Eight republicans voted with the 
eighty-four democrats against the bill. 
Speaker Clark voted with the majori- 
ty of his party for the bill and demo- 
cratic leaders Underwood and Fitz- 
gerald, of New York, chairman of the 
appropriations committee, voted 
against it. 

May Not Pass Senate. 

The bill now will go to the senate, 
where there is a disposition to pass 
some form of amended service pen- 
sions. Senate leaders, however, will 
proceed slowly in the consideration 
of thie legislation and many house 
democrats voted for the measure in 
the belief 22-9 the senate would not 
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aa Sulloway age pension bill 
passed by the house last spring, failed 
of passage in the senate at that time. 
This republican measure was offered 
unsuccessfully in the house as a sub- 
stitute for the Sherwood bill. Scores 
of amendments were offered and a 
hard, but unsuccessful, fight was: made 
to have a straight $1 a day pension 
bill established without regard to 
length of service of the veterans. 

Basis of Pensions. 
_ The Sherwood bill would establish 
the following basis of pensions: 

For service for ninety days to ‘six 
months, $15 per month; frgm six to 
nine months, $20 per month; from nine 
months to one year, $25 per month; 
more than one year, $80 per month. 

The fight on the bill was waged 
along political lines to a considerable 
extent and members of each party 
charged the other party with bun- 
combe in their attitude toward the old 
salidiers. Prominent democrats at- 
tacked the bill as directly opposed to 
the democratic principles of economy 
and destructive of plans to reduce the 
tariff. 

Great Draft on Treasury. 

Chairman Fitzgerald, of the appro- 
priations comimttee, fought it because 
of its tremendous draught on the 
treasury. Representative Harrison, of 
New York, a leading democrat on the 
Ways and means committee, declared 
that the bill “knocks in the face all 
. pretensions made by the democratic 
‘ party in the last campaign.

Ihe descent of the men and women, 
agents of the “dry” faction, soon at- 
tractec a crowd of several hundred 
persons and the excitement was in- 
tensified when some of the bystanders 
took sides with the “dry” leaders and 
urged them on in their efforts to force 
an entrance into the places. 

A request was sent to Columbus 
asking that troops be called out. Be- 
fore the order was issued quiet had 
been restored.

The authorities are using every ef- 
fort tonight to prevent a recurrence 
of rioting.

War- Without Quarter Planned 
an Street Johnnies 


‘“‘No Beautiful Woman Safe on 
Streets From _  Insinuations, 
Stares and Insults,” Police 


are Told im Letter From 

Citizen. 

War without quarter will be waged” 
by the police on the men and boys 
who stand on street corners and curb, 
in lobbies of theaters and moving pic- 
ture shows and other such places, 
staring and smiling at strange women 
and making insinuating remarks. This 
step was decided upon by the potice 
board at a meeting last night. 

The movement was the direct out- 
come Of a letter from a prominent 
citizen, who has been, on many oc- 
casions, a leader in civic betterment 
ep. rprises. In the communication he 
states that the situation in this city 
has become so acute that it is alarming 
ang will result disastrously if not 
immediately remedied. 

In the letter it is alleged that no 
beautiful woman or girl is safe on the 
streets from the insinuations, insults 
and starings from these “street John- 
nies,” as they are termed. It is also 
said that if a plain clothes detective 
should follow a handsome woman or 
girl for one or two blocks in the busi- 
ness district he could arrest two or 
more offenders of this insulting char- 
acter. 

“The situation is crucial, ”" read the 
letter. “Immediate attention is need- 
ed. My statements herein are not the 
results of conclusions drawn from 
hearsay, but from personal observa- 
tions. I have made a..close study of 
the conditiong and ser equipped to be 
authoritative.” 

Following the nasaleninie of the letter 
several. commissioners told of thelr 
personal experiences along the same 
line and all seemed to agree with the 
writer. 

A motion was made to instruct all 
plain clothes and uniformed officers 
to do everything possible tq check 
these offenses and the recorder will 
be asked to impose the severest sen- 
tence allowable under the law. 


FILLING BRITISH JAILS 
WITH SUFFRAGETTES 


Over 200 Women Sentenced 
for Taking Part in 
Demonstration. 


London, Decemebr 12.—Twenty-two 
of the suffragettes afrested with 200 
companions in connection with the dem- 
onstration at the house of commons 
November 21, were indicted today. 
Nearly 200 had been summarily sen- 
tenced by the police magistrate on 
minor charges. The accused who ap- 
peared today had on their first appear- 
ance been committed for trial at the 
London sessions and now had to an- 
swer more serious charges of mali- 
ciously damaging property. 

All the prisoners pleaded not guilty. 
They were brought up in batches of 
four. The first group were found guil- 
ty, refused to undertake to refrain 
from similar lawlessness in the fu- 
ture, and were sentenced to two months 
in jail. 

The women entered the enclosure by 
twos and threes throughout the day. 
The evidence against them was monot- 
onously identical and sentences of two 
months in prison were awarded to all 
the suffragettes with the exception of 
two, who were discharged.

Properly Goes to Husband and |

Bequests of $1,000 Each Made 
to Decatur Orphans’ Home 
and “A Juvenile .Reforma- 
tory in Atlanta”—Estate is 
Valued at About $550,000. 


Froviding for bequests of $1,000 each 
for the Decatur Orphans’ Home, and 
for “a juvenile reformatory in At- 
lanta,” the will of Mrs. Kitty W. 
Steele was probated yesterday in the 
court of the ordinary. 

The estate ig valued at about $550,- 
000, and, aside from the charitable be- 
quests, the property is left without 
condition to her husband, A. B. Steele, 
and her two children. 

The two bequests to the Orphans’ 
(Home and the juvenile reformatory 
are given as a memorial to the father 
and mother of Mrs. Steele, and to her 
two children who died. 

Tablet in the Rooma. 

She asks that in -whatever room or 
building that may be erected from the 
bequest, a tablet shall be placed show- 
ing that it is a memorial, to David 
Richard Wadley, Mary Gauzevoort 
Wadley, David Wadley Steele and 
Gauzevoort Wadley Steele. 

Mrs. Steele’s will, which was made 
June 30, 1900, states that “in the event 
a reformatory shall be established be- 
fore the division of her estate, $1,000 
shall go.to it. Mrs. Steele was always 
much interested in jhe reformatory 
work for children. The dispggition of 
this $1,000 has not yet been decided, 

The will bequeaths to Ben Wadley 
Steele, son of Mrs. Steele, her gold 
watch and her mother’s. diamond en- 
gagement ring, and to her daughter, 
Rebecca Alice Steele, she gives all her 
other diamonds and jewelry. -.Also, she 
gives the Steele home on Peachtree 
street to her daughter, to be accepted 
at fair valuation in any division of the 
estate. ‘ 

Husband Is Executor, 


To Mr. Steele she leaves the disposi- 
tion of all her ‘property without con- 
dition of any kind, and names him as 
executor and guardian of her children. 
In the event that Mr. Steele should 
marry again, says the will, the proper- 
ty is to be shared equally by him and 
the two children. 

She also makes provision for Maggie 
Weston, by asking that a home not 
exceeding $500 in cost shall be built 
for her and rents and insurance paid 
for three years. She also leaves her 
sewing machine to her. 

‘The will was made eleven years ago, 
and in naming Mr. Steele executor, she | 
provides that if he should die “her old 
friend,” William D. Thomson, should 
succeed him as executor, and if «he 
latier should die, his son, William D. 
Thomson, should be executor and 
guardian of the children.

New York, December 12.—While W. 
E. D. Stokes was under a surgeon’s 
knife for an operation which is ex- 
peeted to restore him to health, Ethel 
Conrad, charged with Lillian Graham, 
with attempting to murder him last 
June was on the witness stand this af- 
ternoon coroborating every feature of 
the testhmony of her chum that they 
had shot the millionaire in self de- 
fense. Mr. Stokes’ operation’ was for 
an dbcess of the kidney and it was 
said tonight it had been successful. 

Miss Conrad, statuesque in. appear- 
ance, well poised in manner and firm 
and clear of voice,.made asatriking ‘con- 
trast to the older, but weak voiced 
and less self containeii Miss "Graham, 
as she succeeded the latter on the 
witnes stand. ' 

“Ordeal Told ou Lillian Graham. 

Miss Graham’s ordeal had lasted 
through two and a half days of steady 
examination and her pale and almost 
haggard face showed today that she 
had felt the strain severely. How- 
ever, she stuck to every material point 
of her story, particularly as to the 
shooting -and likewise denied every 
material charge that Stokes had made 
against her. Miss Conrad, on the 
other hand, was smiling much of the 
time and convulsed the court by sev- 
eral of her sharp replies, 

“I wish,” she said when her cross 
examination was reached, “that 
sabia. oe Buckner would stop mak- 
ing me laugh. I don’t want to ugh.” 

The girl explained her friendship to 
Miss Graham by saying that the latter 
had nursed her 80 devotedly during an 
illness last April that she decided 
never to leave her 


Ethel Drew Gua om Man. 


Buckner questioned the witness 
closely as to her past life, particularly 
as to a visit she made in 1910 to 
Platteburg, N. Y., where she occupied, 
she said, the house of a friend, “Mr. 
Farley,” who was away for the sum- 
mer. While there she admitted that 
she had drawn a revolver upon a man 
named Louis Miller while on an auto- 
‘mobile ride with him. She forced him 
to write a statement, shé said, of what 
took place on the automobile trip and 
then told a sheriff that she had at- 
tempted to kill a man and wanted to 
be arrested. This statement she prom- 
ised to have in court tomorrow if she 
could find it. 

Misa Conrad said she was 19 years 
old.. She first met Miss Graham last 
April. The girl told of her friend’s 
attempt soon after to commit suicide. 

“T read the letter she wrote,” said 
the witness, “and found tnat Mr. 
Stokes ought to know about it, so I 
told him,” 

She narrated in great detail how 
she called at Stokes hotel. 

Stokes Saw Lillian Was Dangerous. 

. ‘Miss Conrad, she is a dangerous 
woman,’ thg witness testified Stokes 
said to her when he heard the news. 
“‘You are a beautiful young girl and 
you must get away from her influ- 
ence. Now, Miss Conrad, you go home 


and nurse her.’ 

“ suggested that he send her to a 
sanitarium,” went on the witness, 
“but he said, ‘Oh, no, I can’t be mixed 
up in this thing.’ Then he said, ‘she 
has some letters of mine.

People May Express Their Choice 
for Presidential Timber 


Pleasant A. Stovall Introduces 
Resolution to This Effect. 
Date for the Election Not 
Later Than June 12—Com- 
mittee Meets Again in April. 


By a unanimous vote the state dem- 
ocratic executive committee yesterday 
declared itself in favor of an election 
in which the people of the state shall 
be given an opportunity to express 
their preference for a democratic 
presidential candidate in 1912. 

The resolution providing that such 
an election be held was introduced by 
Pleasant A. Stovall, of Savannah. Mr. 
Stovall’s resolution fixed the date for 
the election on June 56, but as there 
was some difference of opinion as to 
the date, the resolution was amended 
to read that the committee should 
hold another meeting on the second 
Wednesday in April and fix the date 
for the election not later than June 12. 

The resolution as adopted is as fol- 
lows:

“Whereas, in the year 1912 the 
presidential election will be held and 
the democratic party will be called 
upon to present candidates for the of- 
fices of president and vice president 
of the Untted States, and 

“Whereas, this committee is charged 
by the party with the duty of pro- 
viding the machinery by which the 
democrats of this state shall express 
their choice for these high offices, and 

“Whereas, so far.as this committee 
is advised, the states of North Dako- 
ta, Wisconsin, Nebraska, Oregon and 
New Jersey are the only states which 
have so far fixed any dates for party 


ONLY DEAD mh 
ARE LEFT IN MINE 


Briceville Rescuers Despair of 
Finding More Miners Alive, 


Thirty-four ‘Dead Bodies, Some 
of Them Badly Mutilated, 
Taken Out—Constant Pro- 
cession of Funerals—Still 
Exploring Mine. 


Briceville, Tenn., December 12,—Ail 
Briceville has again on the aspect of 
mourning when the day failed to bring 
forth more survivors from the Cross 
Mountain mine lvorror. Clearing 
weather and the hope inspired by the 
rescue of five of the entombed men 
last night encouraged most of the 
women inhabitants of the village who 
lingered near the mine all day. Hope 
failed "when nightfall arrived with no 
encouraging message from the res- 
cuers. 

Thirty-four dead bodies, some of 
them badly mutilated, but not beyond 
recognition, have been brought out 
and 
the dead taken to the carpenter shop 
of the mine and prepared for burial 

Wagons Move te Cemetery. 

All through the day mine wagons 
could be seen moving down the road 
from the mine cemetery in the heart 
of the village, closely followed by 
weeping relatives. Frequently two 
funerals were in progress at the same 
time and the villages two ministers 
were kept busy throughout the day. 

In spite of their failure to find any 
more men alive the rescuers, led by 
Dr. J. A.gHolmes, chief of the United 
States bureau of mines, pursued their 
search into the innermost corners and 
crevices of the vast mine. Fresh air 
could be found from the fans which 
overcame in a large measure the dead- 
ly fumes of the after-damp but the 
air was so foul in some of the re- 
cesses of the cross entries that only 
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several more have been sagen

While every other action taken by 
the committee was unanimous, the onl? 
division arose upon Reuben R. 
Arnold's resolution, which pro- 
posed that the state executive 
committee should indorse its 
Own administration, and express its 
confidence in its administration of the 
affairs of the party. This resolution 
provoked serious discussion, being op- 
posed by. Hon. P. A. Stovall, of Chat- 
ham; Hon. R. L. McKinney, of Bibb; 

The 
resolution was adopted by a narrow 
margin upon a viva voce vote, which 
Was not recorded, the committee there- 
by indorsing its own record by a close - 
majority of its own members, and 
after Mr. Arnold had appealingiy — 
asked the body “Who will stand tors a 
the record of our administration if we: ‘ 
are unwijling &. stand for it our-_ 
selves?’ 

Nominees Are Declared. 

Joseph M, Brown for gpvernor and 
H. M. Stanley for commissioner of com- 
merce and labor, were declared the 
nominees of the party by the returns 
of the primary election held Inst 
Thursday. 

The complete returns printed by Tha 
Constitution were made the official 
figures of the committee. The motion 
that The Constitution. figures be ac- 
cepted as official was made by Reuben 
R. Arnold. 

‘The demand that a state convention 
should be held as has been the cus- 
tom for Many years came in the form > 
of two resolfitions, one signed by John 
B. Gamble, of the county executive com-

When Mr. Gamble echiversé to the 
chairman of the state executive com- 
mittee the petition for a state conven-

Harris Is Secretary. 


When the committee was called to 
order by Chairman W. C. Wright in the 
senate chamber at 12 o'clock the roll 
call showed there were thirty-two 
members present. Senator W. J. Har- 
ris, of Cedartown, acted as secretary. 

The committee did not take time to 
tabulate the result of the popular vote 
from each county and the secrétary 
was instructed to do this. 

Mr. Arnold moved that the returns 
printed by The Constitution following 
the election be accepted as the result 
of the popular vote. The motion was 
adopted. 

This result was ag follows: Joseph 
M. Brown, 43,395 votes; Pope Brown, 
38,024 votes; Richard.B. Russell, 28,562 
votes. 

After counting the unit vote, the re- 
sult, with four counties missing— 
Glynn, Jasper, Pierce and Dawson— 
was declared to be as follows: Joseph 
M. Brown, 198: Pope Brown, 114; Rich- 
ard B. Russell, 56. 

The vote in Macon county was a tie 
between the two Browns, each having 
237 votes in that coursity. 

The consolidated returns showed that 
H. M. Stanley had defeated Joseph M. 
McCarthy in the race for commissioner 
of commerce and labor, and Mr. Stanley 
was declared the nominee. 

A resolution offered by Mr. Neal, of 
Muscogee, was adopted, urging the 
county executive committees to secure 
the largest possible vote for the demo. 
cratic nomineeg in the special election 
on January 10, because of the fact that 
another party, the socialist, proposes to 
have a candidate for governor tn the 
field at that time. 

R. L. McKinney, of Macon. was ap- 
pointed vice chairman to succeed Judge 
Lawson, who has declined to serve.

Walter P. Andrews, of Atlanta, and 
Senator Harris, of Cedartown, neither 
of whom are members of the commit- 
tee, were given the privilege of the 
floor for the purpose of discussing the 
advisability of holding a presidential 
preference primary.

Army of Rescuers. 

The rescuers are sufficient in ntm- 
ber to make a smal]l army. They in- 
clude miners from every mine in this 
region and from mines in Kentucky 
and the two Virgintas. 

Night and day now for more than 
eighty-four hours they have worked 
in two and three-hour shifts; many 
without sleep since Saturday night 
Hot coffee and sandwiches are sup- 
plied constantly to them at their 
work and tonight they appeared to be 
as energetic as ever, although their 
faces showed hollow-eyed and wan 
beneath their coating of grime and coal 
dust. 

A car load of provisions arrived to- 
bday from Knoxville and the contents 
were distributed among the families 
of the victims. 

Notices were posted about the 
mine entry today requesting relatives 
of the victims to give the company a 
chance to settle with them befvure ar- 
ranging with lawyers to institute suit 
for damages. 

Write Messages in Face of Death. 

It was learned today that four of 
the five men rescued alive had writ- 
ten messages, in the fear of death, 
to leved ones.

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of interstate and foreign trade and 
commerce in violation of the Sherman 
act in the manufacture, sale and lease 
of machines, mechanisms, tools and 
devices used in the manufacture of 
boots and shoes.” 

The court is asked to order the dis- 
solution of the defendant corporations 
into such parts that no one of them 
will constitute a monopoly or can be- 
come a monopoly of the shoe machin- 
ery business. 

“If the court should be of the opin- 
ion,” the bill continues, “that the pub- 
lic interest will be better served there- 
by the petitioner asks that- receivers 
be appointed to take possession of all 
the property, asséts, buSiness and af- 
fairs of said defendants and wind up 
the same.” 

An injunction against the defend- 
ants i8 also requested. 

The petition charges, among other 
things, that the defendants have, by 
unlawful combinations, contracts and 


conspiracies among them, by exclusive 
use and trying provisions which they 
have made a part of the lease and 


— 
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license agreements between them and 
the boot and shoe manufacturers for 
the use of their machines, by the ac- 
quisition and control of former com- 
peting shoe manufacturing concerns, 
and by other acts set forth in the peti- 
tion, acquired and now control more 
than 98 per cent of the tradé and 
commerce in the United States in shoe 
machinery. 

The bill is brought by United States 
District Attorney French, acting un- 
der the direction of Attorney General 
Wickersham. 

The defendants include President 
Winslow and others prominent in the 
shoe machinery and shoe trade. 

President Winslow and other offi- 
cials of the United Shoe Machinery 
Company were indicted by the federal 
grand jury last summer for alleged 
violation of the Sherman law. The 
cases have not yet come to trial.

MRS. LESLIE CARTER’S WORK 
PLEASES AUDIENCE AT GRAND

A woman, given a chance, can be- 
come a good woman, no matter to 


/what depths she has descended, is the 


lesson that Rupert Hughes teaches in 
his ‘Two Women,” the vehicle in 
which Mrs. Leslie Carter appeared at 
the Grand last night before an appre- 
clative audience. 

The thought is not new. In fact, it 
has served many a dramatist in good 
stead in the past and will probably @o 
so until the end of time, but Mr. 
Hughes handles his subject in a 
rather novel and thoroughly convinc- 
ing manner and succeeds in giving 
Mrs. Carter fine opportunity for dis- 
playing her remarkable powers as an 
emotional actress. 

The story is simple. Remy de 
Margyl, a struggling inventor-artist, 
whose hardships have been cheerfully 
shared by Jeanette Moreau, his seam- 
stress wife, markets an invention, as a 
portrait of his wife on which he is at 
work is half completed. At the same 
time his faithful wife dies from over- 
work and under care. 

The artist cherishes her memory. He 
goes to America and obtains great 
wealth from his invention. While there 
a friend finds in a notorious resort in 
Paris a danseuse, the exact replica of 
the dead wife in everything but 
morals. The artist returns toe Paris in 
order to obtain the services of this 
danseuse as a model in order to fin- 
ish his portrait of the wife. 

The danseuse is a woman born in 
the underworld. She has known no 
other life, but under the spell of the 
artist’s devotion to the memory of the 
g00d woman, who is gone, the dan- 
seuse quits her old haunts and ac- 
cepts a new methog of life. She falls 
in love with the artist. The artist 
falls in love with her, but cherishing 
the memory of his wife, he determines 
to return to America before the ties 
grow too strong. Learning of the de- 
termination and feeling that her 
reformation has been in vain, the 
danseuse decides to return to the un- 
derworld as her only method of mak- 
ing a livelihood. : 

The artist finds his new love *too 
strong and follows her. He confesses 
his passion and asks her to become his 
wife. The suspicious appearance of an 
old admirer at an inopportune time 
causes the artist to believe that her 
reformation is a sham. He challenges 
the old admirer and spurns the wom- 
an. In the duel he is wounded in an 
optic nerve and is made blind. The 
‘woman’s patient and loving nursing 
shows her true character and the pair 
are united. 

The scene coulg have been laid in 
America as well as in France, but it 
seems that since Camille, the fountain- 
head of all the dramas of this type, 
was laid in the giddy republic, all 
other writers along similar lines must 
do the same. Mr. Hughes’ treatment 
is original and artistic, but he is so 
thoroughly American that several 
times. he permits slang typical of the 
United States to creep in the mouths 
of persons as typically French.

SEABOARD WORKS: 
DUKES GET MONEY 


Striking Case; Involving Divis- 


ion of Freight Rates Be- 
fore Commission. 


Washington, December 12.—On ths 
railroad, owned by B. N. and J. B. Duke, 
of the American Tobacco Company, re- 
ceives for a 20-mile haul, forty per cent 
of the Seaboarg Air Line’s-division on 
through freight business, the latter 
railroad will be cited before the inter- 
tate commerce commission to show 
cause why its rates into and out of 
Durham, N. C., should not be reduced. 

The Norfolk and Western railroad 
also will be cited to show why its rates 
on coal into Durham should not be low- 
ered. The Norfolk and Western, it is 
charged, allows 62 cents a ton to the 
Durham and South Carolina railroad, 
a lumber road, for a haul of one mile, 
while it receiveg only 77 cents a toh for 
® haul of 116 miles. 

The interstate commerce commission, 
through Commissioner Lane, charges 
that the Seaboard Air Line “bought’’ 
the freight business of the American 
Tobacco Company by allowing its traf- 
fic to be taken away from it at one 
point by a road under a management 
allieqd with the tobacco concern. 

Commissioner Lane says: 

“If there is one dollar over and above 
the actual cost of tfansportation in the 
forty per cent division which the Dur- 
ham and Southern gets, it goes into the 
pockets of the Dukes. It is not a re- 
bate given to the American Tobacco 
Company, but confessedly is an ad- 
vantage growing out of the relation 
between the Dukes and the tobacco in- 
terests, for if the Dukes did not have 
the freight tc route the traffic man- 
ager of the Seaboard says that no such 
arrangement would have been made.”

Pheonix, Ariz., December 12.—Re- 
turns from today’s election—the first 
in this new state—are coming in s0 
slowly, there is little prospect that even 
an approximate idea of results will be 
obtained before tomorrow.

LIFE SENTENCE 
FOR AGED MAN 


Courtroom in Tears When 
McCall Pleads Guilty 
to Murder.

Ne Christmas Gifts. 

Macon, Ga., December 12.—(Special.) 
The Centra] of Georgia railroad has 
issued an order prohibiting its em- 
Ployees from accepting Christmas 
gifts from firms or parties with whom 
the company does business. An inhi- 
bition is also placed upon the giving 
of Christmas presents by the em- 
ployeées to the officials. The near ap- 
proach of Cyristmas is the cause of 
the issuance of the order at this par- 
ticular time, but the rule states that 
it will apply at all times in the fu- 
ture. It is especially held that heads 
of departments shall not accept pres- 
ents of any kind whatsoever from per- 
sons or firms that sell supplies to the 
railroad. The order was signed by 
General Manager Moise, and has been 
sent to every department of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia. 


Blind Tiger Sentenced. 

Macon, Ga., December 12.—(Special.) 
John. Morse, a saloonkeeper, pleaded 
guilty in the superior court today to 
violating the prohibition law, and was 
sentenced by Judge Felton to pay a 
fine of $250 and to serve in the county 
jail from tomorrow morning at 8 
o’clock to 8 o'clock of the morn- 
ing of Christmas eve, Sunday, 
December 24, Judge Felton said 
that he arranged the sentenc2 
so the man could be home with his 
wife on Christmas eve and act the 
part of Santa Claus for his children.

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CANARY BIRDS MADE POSSIBLE 
RESCUE OF 5 MEN FROM DEATH 


Washington, December 12.—_Canary 
birds made possible the rescue alive 
of the five men who were taken from 
the Cross Mountain mine at Briceville, 
Tenn., last night, the bureau of mines 
here was informed today by Dr. 
Holmes, head ‘of the bureau. This is 
the first big mine disaster in which 
these birds have played a saving role, 
although experiments had been made 
with them in a number of smaller acci- 
dents. 

The canaries, most sensitive to any 
atmosphere that will not support life, 
are carried into the mine by the hel- 
meted rescuers for the purpose of de- 
tecting the first sigh of poisonous 
gases. As soon as the canaries show 
symptoms of dizziness the volunteer 
rescuers with the helmeted workers are 


not allowed to go further, and the lat- 
ter proceed alone. Bodies found be- 
yond this point are brought back as far 
as this danger line when they are Car- 

ried out by the volunteers. ‘

ATLANTA’S LABOR TEMPLE 
READY WITHIN TWO WEEKS 


Work on Atlanta’s labor temple is 
progressing and the indications are 
that Atlanta’s organized wage earners 
will. be in their new home within the 
next two weeks. 

The labor temple is located on Trin- 
ity aVenue between Central avenue and 
Washington street. It is a brick build- 
ing long used ag a residence, but.‘after 
its purchase by the Atlanta federation 
architects were engaged to remodel it 
to suit it future uses. In the build- 
ing there will be one large hall for 
meetings of the Atlanta federation and 
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other large labor conventions together 
with a number of smaller halls to be 
used by different unions, 

The Atlanta federation’s lease on its 
present quarters over the Forsyth 
Street viaduct ends with the current 
year and as the building has been tak- 
en over by new tenants the federation 
will be compelled to vacate before the 
first of the coming year. It is believed 
the temple will be ready for occupancy 
by January 1, but if it should not be 
the federation will have to find tem- 
porary quarters elsewhere. 

The temple will be dedicated with a 
grand labor rally for which an inter- 
esting program will be prepared by the 
committee. 


BIG BUSINESS DONE BY

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NEW AUTO LAW TO 
BE STRICTLY ENFORCED 


F ifteen and Twelve Miles are 
Speed Limits for In and 
Out of Fire Limits. 


The police authorities wish all au- 
toists to take warning about the new’ 
road law being enforced. 

The ordinance requires that an au- 
tomobile must come to a full stop 
when approaching a trolley car taking 
on or letting off passengers. 

The speed limit is placed at 15 miles 
outside the fire limit and 12 miles in- 
side the fire liimts. The speed on the 
Whitehall street viaduct is made 6 
miles an hour. This part of the or- 
dinance does not apply to physicians 
answering emergency is. 

There is a provision against the 
reckless or careless running of an au- 
tomobile in any manner. 

The other provisions of the ordi- 
nance follow the road laws of the 
state. The paragraph requiring autos 
to stop when approaching trolley cars 
is as follows: 

“1. Every person operating an auto- 
mobile, or motorcycle, or bicycle when 
approaching a street car that is stop- 
ped for the purpose of receiving or 
discharging passengers, shall bring 
said automobile to a full stop ang keep 
it in this condition until the pas- 
sengers shall have alighteg and passed 
away from the front of said automo- 
bile and then he may work his way 
with the automobile around the street 
car to the right, passing said car 
slowly.”

AVE NO TRACE 


Afler Looting a Mail Car on 
Coast Line's No, 80. 


Officers With Bloodhounds 
Search in Vair for Clue. 
Robbers’ Booty Valued at 
$5,000—Only Two Bandits, 
but They Got Drop on Crew. 


Savannah, Ga., December 12.— 


Though officers of two states and 
several cities and a battalion of rail- 
road special agents have searched far 
and wide they seemed no nearer to- 
night the solution of the mystery of 
the identity of the two men,:one slen- 
der and the other fat, who held up 
Atlantic Coast Line train No. 80, north- 
bound, near Hardeeville, S. C., early 
this morning and robbed, it of one 
“Jacket” of registered mail. One man 
was arrested at Savannah, but was 
quickly released, No other arrests 
have been made according to local 


Bloodhounds at Work. 

The bloodhounds that were put o' 
the trail of the robbers followed -i 
into the county for probably a mik, 
then circled back to the railroad, ana 
officers stated this probably meant 
that the robbers had made their es- 
cape On a later northbound train, 
boarding it very near the scene of the 
hold-up and possibly while officers 
were searching for them, but a few 
hundred. yards away. The value of 
the robbers’ booty estimated at 
$5,000. 

The train was running in two sec- 
tions because of the heavy passenger 
traffdc, and the express car, which the 
robbers were believed to be after, was 
carrieg on the second section and 
escaped. The robbers, however, cap- 
tured the mail car ang secured fifty- 
five sacks« of registered mail. 

Only Twe Robbers. 

The robbers, two in number, forced 
the engineer to stop his train, and cov- 
ering the flagman and the conductor 
with pistols, they made the flagman 
open the mail car after it had been 
detached from the train and run some 
distance. Here two mail clerks were 
found at work and they were made to 
give up two bags of registered mail. 
The robbers then made their escape. 

The robbers, it is believed, boarded~ 
the train at Hardeeville, as the dis- 
patcher thinks he saw two suspicious 
looking characters get aboard at that 
point. He thinks® they got between 
the two front coaches and from there 
made their way to the tender and to 
the engine.

HIS STOCK: BACK AGAIN 


Naming John D. Dickson, of the 
Coosa Creek & Mining Co., as defend- 
unt in a suit in which he alleges that 
Dickson, by false representation, in- 
duced him to give up $256,000 worth of 
his stock in order that Dickson might 
gain thereby, Zed W. Summerour has 
filed a petition in the superior’ court 
asking for an accounting between 
Dickson and the company, and be- 
tween Dickson and Summerour, 

Summefour says that prior to May 
1, 1910, he owned all of the mineral 
interests and water and timber rights | 
in land lots 123, and that he had a half 
interest in six or seven other land 
lots.. By a contract made with Dick- 
soh and 8 E. Smith, says the petition, 
the property Was accepted as equiva- 
lent in value to $60,000 worth of the 
stock of the Coosa Creek Power & 
Mintng Co., which was organized with 
a capital stock of $500,000. 

Dickson, states the petition, was a 
promoter for the Coosa Creek Power 
& Mining Co., and took: $100,000 worth 
of the stock in payment for his serv- 
ices. Subsequently, says the plaintiff, 
Dickson told him that it would be nec- 
essary for some of the stock to be re- 
turned to the treasury for the benefit 
of the stock already issued, and that 
remaining, and said that if Summerour 
would return $25,000 worth he (Dick- 
son) would return $50,000. Having 
confidence in Dicksoa, says Summer- 
our, he agreed to do this. Later he 
found, he says, that Dickson never re- 
turned $50,900 to the treasury, as 
agreed. Summerour now wants title 
again to the stock which he relin- 
quished. 

He offers to credit $3,000 on the 
$25,000 on account of liens which were 
paid on the land to which the company 
took title from him, but he insists on 
a return of $22,000. 

Also, Ke charges that Dickson, ‘bd 
fraudulent representations,” induce 
him to. exchange $19,000 worth of his 
stock for 50 shares of stock in the 
Greenwood Furniture Company, and 
then 40 shares of this stock for 20 
shares in the Guarantee “Trust & 
BanKing Co., and 1,000 shares of the 
Zinc Mining Company. Dickson, he 
charges, greatly overestimated the 
value.of the stock in these concerns.

vention in states where primary laws 
are not operative, were defeated. They 
were led by Senator Borah, of Idaho, 
who contended himself with a minor- 
ity report from the. sub-committee on 
call, of which he was chairman, an 
with a brief speech to the committee. 

The meeting was unique in two re- 
spects. There was a complete ab- 
sence of bitterness and the proceedings 
were conducted with open doors. 

Politically the meeting- was pro- 
Taft. The president’s advisors con- 
trolled the situation. Early in the day 
it became apparent that Secretary 
Hilles and Arthur Vorys, national com- 
mitteeman from Ohio, were in control. 

Hitchcock “Steam Rolled.” 

The disinclination of Postmaster 
General Hitchcock to indorse the selec- 
tion of Colonel Harry 8. New, former 
chairman of the committee and a mem- 
ber from Indiana, as chairman of the 
subcommittee on arrangements, was 
overcoine and Mr. Hitchcock took no 
part in the proceedings of the day.. 

When Mr. Hitchcock did not appear it 
was said that he had been “steam 
rolled,”’ 

The southern committeemen, said to 
be opposed to Mr. New, for fear that he 
favored a reduction of southern repre- 
sentation, voted for the Indianan.

Chairman New announced after the 
meeting of the full committee, that 
his subcommittee would meet in Chica- 
gO in January to begin the work of 
organizing the convention plans. 

Taft Men in Saddle. 

The wishes of the Taft committeemen 
prevailed threughout the meeting. The 
Ohioans and New Yorkers who had 
given publicity to the Roosevelt prop- 
aganda contented themselves with 
the progress they have made. Walter 
Brown, leader of the Ohio Roosevelt 
band, took no part in the proceedings, 
while Naticnal Committeeman William 
L. Ward, of New York, who did not 
attend the white house ‘dinner Mon- 
day night, was in accord with the pro- 
gram adopted. 

A committee of three was nymed to 
devise rules and regulations for the 
national committee and its officers 
which are to be reported to the 1912 
convention. 

The expecféd and long-heralded row 
over the primary question proved a 
flash in the pan. The following mem- 
bers of the committee were appointed 
to draft the call: Messrs. Borah, Ida- 
ho; Kellogg, Minnesota; Ward, New 
York; Rosewater, Nebraska, and Ca- 
pers, South Carolina. The committee 
was appointed at the morning session, 
which began at 11:30 o’clock and re- 
tired immediately. Within an hour the 
committee had agreed to report. 

Messrs. Kellogg, Ward and Capers 
signed the majority report, which em- 
powered states with primary laws io 
select delegates so desired, -and Mr. 
Rosewater signed it with the reserva- 
tion that he favored the primary idea. 
Argument for Presidential Primaries. 

Mr. Borah submitted his minority re- 
port, which added a provision that 
would permit presidential] primaries in 
all states, regardless of the existence 
or non-existence of a primary law. 

When the committee resumed its 
meeting at 2 o’clock, Mr. Borah pre- 
sented reports and explained the differ- 
ence in the twa He consented to an 
amendment by Senator Penrose, of 
Pennsylvania, which overcame the con- 
flict between the call and the South 
Dakota law. The call requires that 
delegates must be chosen thirty days 
before the convention and the South 
Dakota law fixes June 5 as the date of 
the primary. The Penrose amendment 
waives che rule in the case of South 
Dakota. Another difference in the cal] 
was One Which directed that the call 
for the South Carolina selection of 
delegates be transmitted to the state 
cimmittee through the national com- 
mitteeman. 

In nis argument for his amendment, 
Senator Borah declared that he re- 
garded it as the duty of the committee 
to conform to the laws of a state.

Chicago Won Hends Down. 

There was practically no contest in 
selecting the convention city. Secretary 
Hayward announced he had received 
tentative invitations from Cincinnati, 
Buffalo, St. Louis, Denver and Chicago. 

The invitation from Chicago carried 
with it al. the expenses of the con- 
vention. 

When the vote was taken, Chicago 
received 47 votes to 7 for Denver, 1 for 
St. Louis, and three members not vot- 
ing.

A stipula- 
tion was made in the call which ren- 
ders nuli the election of delegates to 
the convention prior to the issue of 
the call. This will invalidate the titles 
of delegates already selected in Ala- 
bama. Another ‘was the resurrection 
of the redvction of southern represen- 
tation movement by Representative 
James Frarcis Burke, o Pittsburg, 
who charcpioned such a resolution on 
the floor of the convention four years 
ago. 

Te Cut Southern Representation. 

Fear of a fight in the next conven- 
tion to curtail the southern represen- 
tation seems well founded. Represen- 
tative Burke, of Pennsylvania, who 
led the reduction fight in 1908 and 
lost by a narrow margin, has again 
been called upon to lead the move- 
ment. 

The southern members of the com- 
mittee were in session again today 
planning to resist any attempt at the 
next convention to cut down the repre- 
sentation from the south. 

There was no cessation today of the 
75 about Colonel Theodore Roose- 
veit.

ferent classes. 
Many Orders Given. 

That Atlanta and the vicinity has 
awakened to .the possibilicies of the 
poultry business is amply proven, in 
the opinion of many of the most prom- 
inent exhibitors, by the unusual num- 
ber of orders for birds and eggs which 
are being given by visitors to the show. 
An exhibitor of Indian Runner Ducks 
stated in the afternoon Tuesday that 
he had turned down not a few orders 
after having taken all he felt he could 
fill, while other exhibitors of this class 
of birds announced almost unprece- 

orders, 

wag te and especially Indian Run- 
ner, seem to have the call in popularity 
over any other kind of birds in the 
show in spite of the fact that large 
numbers of orders are being received 
by every breeder of prominence now 
here. 

Many of the orders, it is said, come 
from people who have heretofore had 
little or no experience in the poultry 
business and the promoters of the show 
together with the exhibitors state that 
this is something out of the ordinary. 

Usually, it is pointed out, it is only 
the person who knows something about 
poultry that is willing to pay the prices 
usually asked for birds entered in a 
show of any kind. This, it is said, is 
not the case here, however, as many 
of the orders for high-priced birds and 
eggs are coming from people who have 
not heretofore appreciated either the 
possibilities of the poultry business or 
the value of pure bred birds. 


Everybody Enthusiastic. 


One pleasing feature of the show, 
according to the officials, is the fact 
that everyone connected with it in the, 
capacity of an officer or an exhibitor 
is extremely enthusiastic over the suc- 
cess the show has attained. 

Without regard to the section of the 
country from which they come, exhib- 
itors and officials almost to a man are 
extremely enthusiastic over the show 
and its prospects not only for this but 
for the coming season. The show is one 
of the largest ever put on not only in 
the United States, but in the entire 
world, they state, and in addition to 
this,” the class of birds here is said 
to be almost, if not fully, as high as 
that of any show pulled off in the 
country anywhere.
